Contractors Begin Work On the Rock 


Cut—Road Bed From the East Is 
Nearly Completed to Janesville— 
Rapid Work On Construction of the 
Janerville& Southeastern Road. 
Work of the Janesville and South- 


eastern railroad is progressing rapidly 
from this end of the division, the im- 
mense trestle from Snipe hill to the 
south end of the C. & N. W. bridge at 
Monterey has reached the|middle of the 
river. A few days more will see that 
part of the work completed. 


The contractors this morning hauled 


the dump cars over the Monterey bridge 
to the old quarry on the southwest side 
of Center avenue south of the bridge 
and commenced work on the rock cut 
which at that point will extend under 
the N. W. tracks. 


When this is made and connection 


made with the large trestle across the 
river, the filling across the flat, through 
the Bailey property will be carried on 
from Snipe hill, ,A large amount of! 
earth and gravel will be taken from that 
point to make the fill, 


The road bed from the east is nearly 


completed to line of the .North Western 
side tracks near the Choate Hollister 
factory. When connections are made 
with the track now being constructed 
toward Spring Brook from the Mineral 
Point division of C. M. & St.. P. 'B. B., 
the work of grading will progress much
